Continuation of 3. NOTE: In claim 10, the confusing recitation of "rust-preventive performance against aluminum material" appears to 
suggest that alumium can rust, and that the recited additive can prevent this. Alumium does not rust, and it is hard to see how an additive 
can prevent this. This new language raises 101, 112 1st paragraph and 112 2nd paragraph issues. What is "deoxidization"? The examiner 
recommends that the claims be carefully reviewed and edited by a chemist with native proficiency in English. 
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
